HE last of three Essays in Ethics which start with the assumption 
| that the world of experience is neither predominantly good nor pre- 
dominantly bad, but both equally. The first deductions are (1) that 
Evolution must be conditioned by the equal growth of opposite and conflict- 
ing tendencies; and (2) that it is impossible to discover a universal end of 
action within the world of experience. 

This present essay applies these principles to Religion and Free Will. Of 
the first it shows that the religion which agrees with them in being a complexto 
oppositorum, and in asserting a final end which is above the ends of ex- 
perience, is also compatible with advance in civilization; whereas religions 
which are either optimist or pessimist are not. 

Under ‘“‘ Free Will” it shows (1) that the scientific method is only applic- 
able to concepts which are derived from the senses, and not to mental pro- 

_ cesses; and (2) that Science is necessarily allied with Hedonism; and that 
the adoption of pleasure as the summum bonum extinguishes the values of 
Ethics and Religion.

SSUMING it to be admitted that Faith is a gift of God, a 

supernatural virtue, the author sets aside the supernatural 

element of Faith and the part therein belonging to grace and 
prayer according to the doctrine of the Church.
